DEADENING OF WAR 
WOUNDS ON BOTTLE- 
FIELD PERFECTED 


Washington, Jan. 18.—American 
m ilitary surgeons were told today 
that a method of “spot deadening” 
of w ar wounds has been developed 
to aid in caring for injured sold­ 
iers on the battlefield. 
The elimination of pain by ap­ 
plying anesthetics directly to 
a 
wound or the nerves near it w ith- j 
out deadening the entire body is 
the secret of this method of treat­ 
ment, Dr. M. B. Greene of 
the 
Post G raduate Association of Re­ 
gional Anesthesia, Brooklyn, N. Y., 
said. 
If an anesthetic, such as novo- 
caine, is applied directly to 
the 
point where a bone is broken or 
to the nerves 
surrounding 
the 
point w here an injury, such as a 
bullet wound, has occurred, the 
patient rem ains conscious and can 
co-operate with physicians, nurses 
and stretcher bearers. 
The shock 
of a wound is often more serious 
than the wound itself, Dr. Greene 
said. 
The method of injecting anes­ 
thetic solutions directly into th e ! 
nerves affected results in a block­ 
ing of the nerves, but preserves 
the normal reactions of the body 
and the tone of the muscles affect­ 
ed by the nerves, Dr. Greene ex­ 
plained.

It may not be generally known 
that General Robert E. Lee 
was 
technically a prisoner of w ar at 
the time of his death in 1870, but 
such is the case. 
A fter Lee’s surrender to G rant 
at Appomattox on April 9, 1865, 
he was released on parole. Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s amnesty proclam a­ 
tion, issued the following month, 
did not include Confederate offi­ 
cers above the rank of colonel, or 
any who had been educated 
at 
West Point or who had resigned 
from the United States arm y to 
join the Confederacy, so Lee was 
ineligible for amnesty on all three 
counts. 
Johnson provided, however, that 
those in the 
excepted 
classes 
would have their applications for 
pardon considered and Lee made 
application accordingly, but 
his 
request was entirely ignored 
by 
the president. The terms of Lee’s 
parole were respected, 
however, 
and he was never molested, al­ 
though he was never restored 
to 
citizenship.

General Lee accepted the presi­ 
dency of Washington College 
at 
Lexington, Va., and remained in 
that office until he died, 
when 
the nam e of the institution 
was 
changed to Washington and Lee.

» woodsmen of that early time to re- 
J move their hats and the Protes- 
, tants to promise to return without 
fail, on similar occasions. 
Father Charles Felix Van Quick­ 
enborne, a man of piety and elo­ 
quence who made a lasting 
im­ 
pression on early Missourians, was 
born at Peteghem, in East Flan­ 
ders, on January 21, 
1788, 
one 
hundred and fifty-two years ago 
this week. He brought to his new 
field of labor a thorough classical 
and theological 
education, 
plus 
five years experience as master of 
novices at Georgetown College in 
Maryland. 
Father Van Quickenborne 
re­ 
established the Jesuit 
order 
in 
the Mississippi valley after an ab­ 
sence of half a century by trans­ 
ferring his Georgetown 
College 
novices to Florissant and 
found­ 
ing the Missouri Mission in 1823. 
One year afterward he founded 
St. Regis Seminary, the first Cath­ 
olic school for Indian boys west of 
the Mississippi river in the United 
States. 
At his 
request 
Mother 
Duchesne opened a similar school 
for Indian girls in 1825. A decade 
later he toured the west looking 
for desirable sites for missions and 
schools. He established the Kicka- 
poo mission and Indian school in 
eastern Kansas in 1836. 
Father 
Van Quickenborne was 
also 
a 
founder, an early teacher, and lat­ 
er one of the incorporators of St. 
Louis University. 
Interest in Indian education led 
Father Van Quickenborne to make 
a trip to the Osage nation in 1827 
to get boys for his school. While 
at Harmony, a Presbyterian mis­ 
sion in Bates county, he baptised 
about one-third of the 
children 
who attended the institution. 
He 
made return trips in 1828 and in j 
1830, and during these visits trev- 
eled over into Missouri’s neighbor­ 
ing territory to perform the first 
baptists and marriages that have 


been recorded 
Kansas soil. 
From the beginning Father Van 
Quickenborne showed an intense 
interest in Indian missionary work. 
He saw the government’s policy 
of consolidating the Indians 
on 
lands west of the Mississippi river 
as the beginning of great Indian 
states which would eventually be 
represented 
in 
Congress. 
He 
drew up a plan for founding mis- * 
sions and schools in the region and 
presented it to the 
government. 
He further proposed to establish 
the educated Indians, on 
farms, 
hoping to create a 
nucleus 
for 
thriving Indian communities. 
The history 
of 
the 
Catholic 
Church in the 
Platte 
Purchase j 
area began with the work of this 
Jesuit educator and 
missionary. 
As early as 1824, one year after 
his arrival in the State, he secur­ 
ed three Iowa Indian boys from 
this region for his school at Floris­ 
sant. 
From his station 
at 
the 
Kickapoo mission he crossed the 
Missouri river into present Platte 
county in 1837 and baptisted four­ 
teen Potawatomie 
children, 
the 
first recorded Catholic 
baptisms 
in the Platte Purchase. 
In May 
of the same year he recrossed the 
river and performed the first re­ 
corded Catholic 
wedding 
cere­ 
mony in the area. 
After 1872 for a number of years 
he 
made 
extensive 
missionary 
journeys through northeast Mis­ 
souri, eastern Iowa and 
western 
Illinois. One of the trips he travel­ 
ed 4373 miles, baptised 213 per­ 
sons, eighty-three of whom were 
Protestants, and 
discovered 
700 
Catholics living in northeast Mis­ 
souri where he 
previously 
had
